AWFUL TRAGEDY AT WEST CARLISLE 


Mrs. James Hughs' Head Was 


Blown Entirely Off 


WHILE IN HER BURNING HOME 


She Was Atlemptinr to Save Her UnsbamTs 


Miotfun Whei It Was Discharged 


Killinf Her Instantly. 


Monday afternoon the little village 


of West Carlisle was discussing the 
awful 
death 
of 
Mrs. Hess 
at 


Bladensburg 
only 
eight 
miles 


away 
when It was called 
upon 


to 
think 
of 
a 
tragedy 
much 


nearer home. Two miles west of the 
village lay the body of Mrs. James 
Hughs, the entire upper part of her 
head tlown away by the discharge of 
a shotgun she was endeavoring • to 
save from her burning home. Grouped 
about her were sorrowing neighbors 
while her four motherless children, 
shocked and almost unable to under-,, 
stand what had happened, sobbed for 
the dear one they would know no 
more. 


James Hughs is a farmer and lived 


with his .wife and children two miles 
west of West Carlisle. He worked 
hard, and by the nelp oC his wife got 
along very well although he was a 
poor man. The children, the oldest 
being eight and the baby only two, 
occupied much of the mother's time, 
but she worked faithfully to help her 
husband make his way in the world. 
To increase his income he has been 
working for George Magruder some 
distance from home. 


Hughs , had come home for dinner 


Monday and spent the hour talking 
to his wife and the babies. 
He re- 


turned to work little thinking that 
he would never again see his wife 
alive. 
It was about two o'clock when Mrs. 


Hughs- discovered the house was on 
fire. She made an effort to extinguish 
the flames but finding the fire was al- 
ready beyond control she saved the 
children. Thinking then of what few 


things in the house were «f value Mrs. 
Hughes ran back into the burning 
building. 
• 


Probably the first thing to attract 


her attention was her husband's shot- 
gun. It hung on pegs over the door 
between the sitting room . and kitch- 
en. Beaching up she removed the 
gun and was taking it' away when it 
was discharged. The barrels were to- 
ward her and the heavy charge ap- 
parently entered her mouth. The top 
of head was blown entirely away, and 
the bleeding body dropped down in 
the flames of the humble home where 
all her hopes and aims were centered. 


To this time the'neighbors had not 


been attracted to the scene, but Bill 
Wilson 
who lives not far away 


chanced to see the flames. He ran as 
fast as possible, and reached 
the 


house soon after the death of Mrs; 
Hughs. 
Bushing into the house he 


found her body on the floor of the ait- 
ting room and carried it into the open 
air. The scene "that followed was 
heartrending. 
Gathered 
N about 


the mangled, unrecognizable form 
of 
their 
mother 
were ; the 


children, the oldest crying because of 
the loss they had sustained and the 
others unable to 
comprehend the 


awful nature of the tragedy. Other 
neighbors hurried to the spot and 
some of the effects were saved, but 
the greater part were consumed. 


Mrs. Hughs was taken from the 


place and tvhe hody prepared for bur- 
ial. She was the daughter of Ezra 
Wilson and was well known in the vi- 
cinity where she resided. The re- 
mains will be interred in the ceme- 
tery at West Carlisle Wednesday. 


News of the terrible happening 


quickly spread, and many persons 
went to the spot where Mrs. Hughs 
met her death,, but they saw little. 
Only the dying embers of what had 
once-been a happy place of abode,even 
though the house 
was not pre- 


tentious and wealth and luxury were 
a part of the poor woman's daily 
life. It was a scene of sadness, a 
place of desolation and those who 
went did not long remain;

The bloodhounds arrived about 11

leaving the road crossed into a field.

The dogs were put on three trails 


before this last was found but they 
lost each -one and there'was some 
doubt as to the result of the effort,

Houck protested his innocence, and
